WASHINGTON, January 5.—Precisely at noon 
the senate was called to order by Senator Sher- 
man, president pro tempore, who, after prayer 
and the reading of the journal, laid the cre- 
dentials of John W. Daniel, newly elected 
United States senator from Virginia, which 
were read and laid on the table, also a commu- 
nication from General W. b> Franklin, presi- 
dent of the National Home for disabled volan- 
teer soldiers, notifying the senate of the death 
of General George B. McClellan, with a view 
of having the consequent vacancy on the board 
of trustees filled. Thecommunication was re- 
ferred to the committee on military affairs. 

Mr. Harrison, from the committee on terri- 
tories, reported favorably a bill to legalize the 
election of the ninth territorial legislative as- 
sembly of Wyoming. For this he asked for 
immediate consideration. 

Mr. Edmunds said he would not object if its 
consideration would not consume much time, 
bit that he was anxiousto get up the Utah 


bill as soon as. possible.

Mr. Sherman 
then delivered a brief but earnest aud warm 
eulogy of ex-President Garfield, and moved 
the adoption of the resolution offered by hin. 
The concurrent resolution was then agreed to, 
MR. BECK ON SILVER.

Mr. Beck inquired as to the present parlia- 
mentary condition of the resolution referred 
to.

Mr. Beck disclaims having made any per- 
sonal attack on the president or the secretary 
of the treasury. His remark regarding the 
secretary’s locking up the surplus; would, he 
said, have been quite as well illustrated, and 
perhaps more aptly so, had he said that if a cy- 
clone had blown down the treasury building, 
and scattered the surplus, and the people had 
picked up the money on the street aud put it 
into circulation, that circulation would be 
more beneficial to the people than keeping the 
money locked up in tlre treasury.

Also, to provide that where any railroad 
property istaken into the possession of any 
United states court, and the railroad shall not 
have been completed, the net earnings of the 
railroad shall be applied to the completion of 
the road. Also to retire judges of the cirtuitor 
Cistrict courts. It provides that when any 
judge of the circuit or district court shall have 
become disabled, through the excessive or 
use of intoxicants or any other 
causes, he shall be retired with 
an annual salary of $2,000 a 
year, unless he shall thereafter be tried and 
impeached. The disability is tobe determin- 
ed by the judge of the circuit adjacent to that 
in which the judge to be tried bas jurisdiction. 
The attorney-general is authorized to institute 
proceedings against such judges, on the com- 
plaint of the senators or representatives. 

A bill was introduced by Mr. James, of New 
York, providing that the residents of 
each state and territory may, within 
other states and territories, and within the 
District of Columbia, solicit from dealers or 
merchants, orders for goods and merchandise 
by sample, catalogue, card, price list, descrip- 
tion or other representation, without the pay- 
ment of any license or mercantile tax. This 
bill was prepared hy the traders and travellers 
union of New Yerk. 

Mr. Cutcheons, of Michigan, introduced a 
bill to reform the civil service, and to pre- 
serve the constitutional distinction between 
legislative and executive duties, by the organ- 
ization of a bureau of civil appointments. It 
makes it unlawful forany head of a depart- 
ment or chief of a bureau to request or solicit 
advice or recommendations from any senator 
or representative in regard to the removal or 
appointment of any officiat in 
any of the executive departments, or 
for senators or representatives to 
nominate or recommend, or tosolicit or re- 
quest the appointment ofany person to any 
position in either executive or judicial depart- 
ments. It makes the violation ofany of ils 
provisions a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine 
of $1,000 and cause for the removal of the ap- 
pointed officers, and for the impeachment of 
the eleeted officers. It provides for 
the establishment of a bureau of 
civil appointments, to consist of the civil ser- 
vice commission andthe oflicers, examiners, 
and other employes thereof, and of civil ap- 
of 
the United States, to consist of three members 
each, who shail reside within the - circuits, 
which boards shall be subordinhte to the civil 
service commission, and whose duties 
shall be to examine and re- 
port in regard to any matter referred to 
them by the president or heads of departments 
as to the resignation, removal, or appointment 
of ary exccutive or judicial officer. The 
recomendations of these boards are, however, 
to be advisory. The salary of the members of 
the beards is fixed at 22,500 a year, and they 
are to hold office until the expiration 
of ithe presidential term, during which 
they are appointed. The bill also provides 
thatitshall bethe duty of the civil service 
commission to extend competitive examinations 
to appointments below the grade of the 
classified civil service, where the compensation 
excceds $500 a year.

QUEER CONGRESSMEN, 


WHO INTRODUCE AMUSING BILLS 
IN THE HOUSE. 


Some Specimens of the Statesmanship Attempted at 
This Session—The Western Members and 
Their Bold Methods—How They are As- 
pirirng to Lead Both Great Parties. 


WASHINGTON, January 5.— [Special.] — 
Among the one thousand bills which were in- 
troduced in the house of representatives on 
the Monday before it took the holiday recess, 
there were some remarkable specimens of 
literary genius and of the various arts of the 
politician. Frank Lawler, of Chicago, the 
burly Irishman who beat John Finerty 
offered a long drawn bill to extend national 
aid toa certain schoolmaster in Chicago who 
has devised a gsue@essful method of teaching 
epelling. Lawier saysin his preamble that 
the subject of nationalaid to education 
is commanding the respectful attention 
of both houses of congress, and then he ingen- 
iously arguestbat correct spelling is the basis 
ofatrue English education. His Chicago pe- 
dant has invented a method by which a way- 
faring man, thougha fool, may be taught to 
spell correctly in a very short 
time, and .he regards this new 
system as meritoriousof government aid. One 
of the remarkable bills was introduced by Con- 
gressman Neece, of Iilinois. It has, perhaps, 
the most wonderful title ever known on a bill 
in the house. It isa bill granting lands to aid 
in the establishment of an endowment for 
savings by which thrift may be promoted and 
citizens aided and assisted to save and preserve 
themselves from the econonite impotence and 
dependence involved in their lack of the mate- 
rial factors needed to make available their per- 
sonal productive capabilities. 

If Mr. Neece ean succeed in making the 
house understand what his bill means to do, 
he ought to have a monument whether it 
passes or not. This method ofintroducing bills 
is one of the cheapest 

METHODS OF ADVERTISING 
within the reach of an ordinary mem- 
ber of congress, It is an old 
trick of newly elected members to take up all 
the bills offered by their predecessors which 
failed of passage and reintroduce them. 

Members are afflicted with biils which are 
sent to them to be placed before 
the house. It is often the 
case thai these voluntary contributions 
to the literature of congress are absurd on 
their face, but the congressmen usually offers 
them “by request,’ thereby gratifying the vani- 
ty oftheir author, and relativing himself of any 
responsibility for the proposed statute. 

The congressmen who suffer most from this 
species of nuisance are the western men. Fed- 
eral laws have a larger application in the west 
than any other section of the country, owing to 
the government hold on lands out there. 
And then the western politician who 
rises -to a seat in congress usually 
coines up frem theranks of the people and 
leaves at home a host of “pals” 
who eall him “Dick” or “Bob” and feel that 
they can exercise the same liberty with him 
when he is on the floor of congress that they 
enjoyed in the barrooms during the 
cainpaign. Notwithstanding this, the west, as 
a rule, sends about the livest and most useful 
men to congress. They get more offices for 
their constituents and 

MAKE MORE FUSS 
in congress than the representatives of any 
other section. Some of them are brainy 
fellows too, with a sogt of rude bison strength 
which rushes over obstacles and never knows 
when it iswhipped. The west held the domi- 
nant influence in the party that ruled this 
country from 1-60 to 1lss4. The first time the 
republicans put up a man “(from _ the 
east they were defeated. The best informed 
politicians in Washington say thatif so coarse 
a man as Logan had headed the ticket, with 
B'aine in the rear, it would have won. Lin- 
Grant, Hayes and Garfield came 
a solid succession of republican 
victories which gave to the 
west a supremacy that will 
yet be potential. Blaine was nominated be- 
cause he had enthused the hoosieis of the 
west and claimed a kinship with them in his 
political affiliations. - But against this view of 
the cuse is to be placed the wonderfal 
DEMOCRATIC GAINS 
made in the west in the last four years. 

Michigan elected a democratic governor and 
almost avent for Cleveland. Of its eleven con- 
gressmen, seven are democrats. Iowa, that 
used to roll up a hundred thousand republican 
majority can now hardly produce ten thousand 
majority and sends a majority of democrats in 
her congressional delegation. Wisconsin is 
wheeling so fast into the democratic line that 
ambitious politicians in that party are already 
squabling over the question as to who shall 
succeed fat and stupid old Philetus Sawyer. 

With both parties so directed toward the 
west it must be regarded as the most hopeful 
field for the politician.of the near future. It 
would not be surprising if both leading candi- 
dates for the presidency in 1888 were taken 
trom west of the Ohio river. F’. H. R.

INGALLS’S NEW SCHEME 


To Establish the National University of 


America, 

WASHINGTON, January 5.—A bill was intro- 
duced in the senate today by Mr. Ingalls to 
establish a national university. The bill pro- 
vides that an institution, shall be established 
in the District of Columbia, to be called the 
“National University of America,” where in- 
struction shall be afforded in the higher 
branches of all departments of knowledge and 
facilities furnished for research and investiga- 
tion. The government shall be vested ina 
hoard of regents, to consist of one member 
from each state of the union, to be appointed by 
the governor thereof, five members at large to 
be appointed by the president and confirmed 
by the senate, and the following as ex-officio 
members: the chief justice of the United 
Siates, the commissioner of patents, the super- 
intendent of the coast survey, the superintend- 
ent of the naval observatory, the secretary of 
the Smithsonian institute. the president of the 
national academy of sciences, the president of 
the American association for the advancement 
of science, the president of the American philo- 
lcgical association, the president of the Ameri- 
can social science association, and the chief 
officer of the university. No chair for the in- 
struction of sectarian, religious or partisan 
politics shall be maintained, and no sectarian 
or partisan list shall be allowed iu selecting 
officers or professors. Instruction shall be 
as nearly free as is consistent with the income. 
The states and territories shall be entitled to 
scholarships in the ratio of one for each repre- 
sentative or delegate, and two for each senator. 
These scholarships shall secure free instruc- 
tions for five years. The governor of each 
state shall nominate candidates for scholar- 
ships, and each state and territory shall be en- 
titled to one life membership. 

Mr. Ingalls asked that the bill lie on the 
table and be printed, saying that he wonld 
take an opportunity later of addressing the 
senate with regard to it. 


The Monument to Grant. 


WASHINGTON, January 5.—The bill intro- 
duced in the house today by Mr. Dowdney, of 
New York, for the erection of a monument to 
General U. 8. Grant, in New York city, appro- 
priates $200,000 for the purpose, to be expended 
under the direction of the secretary of War, by 
a confPission to be appointed by the president, 
provided that none of the money shall be ex- 
pended until the sum of $250,000 has been 
1aised by subscription.

THE SILVER DOLLAR. 


The Meaning of Senator Morgan’s Bill to 
: Substitute. 

WASHINGTON, January 5.Senator Morgan's 
bill, intreduced in the senate today, to substi- 
tute silver dollars in part in place of gold coin 
and currency, in the several reserved funds 
held in the treasury, requires the secretary of 
the treasury to place to the credit of the re- 
served fund of $100;000,000 in gold coin now 
held in the tieasury for the redemption of le 
gal tender United States notes not to exceed 
$50,000,000 in standard silver dollars 
now in the treasury, or that shall come 
into the treasury in excess of the amount 
required for the redemption of silver certifi- 
cates. Such silver dollars shall be so applied 
to said reserved fund, from ‘time to time, uatil 
the sum thereof shal! be fifty millions, and as 
such silver dollars are so placed in this fand an 
equal sum of gold coin, not to exceed fifty mil- 
lions, shall be withdrawn from said reserved 
fund and covered into the treasury. 

It also requires the secretary of the treasury 
to place such standard silver dollars to the 
credit of the several] funds held in the treasury 
for the redemption of notes of national banks 
that have failed, or are in process of liquida- 
tion, and the 5 per cent redemption fund of 
national banks, to the extent of one- 
half of such of said several fands 
there shall be at any time held in the treasu- 
ry. The secretary of the treasury is required, 
from time to time, to withdraw from such of 
eaid funds and cover into the treasury an 
amcunt of United States legal tender notes or 
national bank notes equ:] to the amount of 
silver dollars so deposited by him to the credit 
of such bonds.

HOME RULE FOR NEW YORK. 


Governor Hill Advocates a New Charter for 
the City. 

ALBANY, N. Y., January 5.—Governor Hill, 
in his annual message, recommends the enact- 
ment of a law providing for the drafting of a 
new charter of the city of New York. He ad- 
vocates ‘‘home rule’”’ for cities, and the passage 
of laws that wiil effectually prevent citizens 
evading tax upon their personal property. 
Upon thesubject of civil service reform, Gov- 
ernor Hill says: 

The methods of civil service have becomes the 
policy of the general government and some of the 
states, and like all genuine reforms aiming only ct 
good government and public welfare, this reform 
is likely to be universally accepted. The funda- 
mental idea of this reform is that publie office is a 
trust to be exercised solely for the public welfare, 
and that the office should be filled only by those 
best qualified for the service to be rendered, after 
their fitness has been ascertained by proper tests, 
is the corner stone of popular government. 
The does not confiict with the thegy tgs indispens 
able in popular government, that the heads of dle- 
partments and others charged with the execution 
of administrative policies, should be men in accord 
with the chief executive or administrative officer, 
intrusted for the time being with the execution of 
the popular will, expressed through the ballot box.

SENDING INDECENT LETTERS. 


The Case Against Wiley B. Bryan, in 


Nashville. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 5.—[Special.]— 
In the criminal court the case of the state vs. 
Wiley B. Bryan, Jr., charged with sending 
obscene and indecent letters into the family of 
Mr. R. Dorman, was called, the courtroom 
being packed with a curious crowd. 
Mr. Hill, attorney for Bryan, moved 
that the case be postponed till later in 
the term. His client, he said, was not ready 
for trial, because, as he understood, the indict- 
ment was predicated and found upon a letter 
alleged to have been written by Bryan. 
Neither he nor his client had seen this letter, 
and they asked for time to make examination, 
and also requested the court to order the attor- 
ney general to let the defendant see the letter. 

Mr. Wasbington argued against the motion. 
He said it was an unheard of procedure tocompel 
the state to show its hand before the case 
came up for trial. 

Judge Allen thought this an unusual pro- 
ceedure, but as counsel for the defendant 
promised to bring authority in support of his 
proposition. he would hear from him on that 
point. 

Counsel for the defense moved to quash the 
indictment on the grounds that it does not 
allege that the picture or letters were seen, or 
intended to be seen, by no one except the party 
to whom privately delivered, and does not 
claige any offense against the laws of the state, 
it appearing that the paper and pictares were 
a private communication, sent under seal to 
said female, and never intended to be seen by 
the public or published. There is no such of- 
fense in law as an attempt to take any female 
from her parents or guardian by means of pri- 
vate letters, however ebscene. The indictment 
shculd also be quashed because in joins several 
distinct offenses, namely, felony, attempt to 
commit felony, and misdemeanor, each wholly 
different. Afterargument, on motion, the case 
went over until tomorrow. 


PLUGGING A PROHIBITIONIST. 


Masked Men Badly Bruise a Prominent 
Prohibitionisi. 

New HAVEN, Conn., January 5.—One of 
those atrocious and bloody assaults, which are 
becoming more and more frequent in Connecti- 
cut in the fight for supremacy between the 
saloon keepers and the prohibitionists, has 
taken place across the town line in Derby, 
where a prominent citizen of that place, Joseph 
L. Hakes, was attacked by two masked ruffians 
and sand-bagged and kicked within an inch of 
his life. He is known through the state as one 
of the chief adherents and supporters of the 
prohibition party, and last fall he made up his 
mind that the popular gilded saloon and vari- 
ety house which Thomas Feeney was running 
in Seymour ought to go. 

Last month Feeney applied to the county 
commissioners for a new license for the coming 
year. Then Mr. Hakes organized his batteries. 
During the progress of the hearing Mr. Hakes 
received a number of threatening letters em- 
bellished with coffins and cross-bones, but did 
not entertain any idea that he would be harm- 
ed. Feeney was victorious. 

While returning from a meeting, Mr, Hakes 
noticed a couple of men drop in behind him as 
he passed Feeney’s saloon. The assault follow- 
ed. His wife and family are now with him. 
The police are working up the affair quietly,

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THE RIVER FLOODS. 


THE DISASTER FOLLOWING FROM 
THE RAINS. 


The Northern and Western Rivers on a Boom—The 
Valleys Swept by the Waters—Destruction to 
Lumber and Milling Interestse— The 
Suow Storms—Other News Notes. 


WILLIAMSPORT, Pa., January 5.—The river 
here has reached twenty-four feet, the highest 
since the flood of 1865, when it was twenty- 
seven and a half feet. It is stall rising slowly, 
but it is believed it has commenced falling at 
the head of the stream, The wires are all 
down west of Renova. Several million feet of 
new logs went down this morning, chiefly 
owned by Payne & Cochran,and Munsun & 
Howard, of this city. The water is now sur- 
rounding the Philadelphia and Reading rail- 
road station, in thiscity, and the tracks are 
covered both above and below the station. No 
trains have gone outeon Pine creek or Beech 
creek roads today. The train from the east on 
the Philadelphia and Reading is detained be- 
low Loyal Rock creek, where the bridges are 
impassable. A train was sent down from here 
to transfer the passengers, and it has not been 
able to return, as the trains have been placed 
cn the tracks loaded with iron to prevent the 
trestle work from going. Almost the entire 
territory between the canal andthe river in 
this city is submerged, and considerable dam- 
age hasbeen done. Three hundred barrels of 
flour were destroyed at Good’s mills. The 
tr: ins are running on time on the Philadelphia 
and Erie road. All the trains on the Williams- 
portand Canandagua division of the Northern 
Central railway are stopped, owing to the 
bridges being swept away by the flood, and the 
track being washed out. 

ON THE LEHIGH KIVER. 

EASTON, Pa., January 5.—This afternoon the 
Lehigh river here is sixteen feet high, and the 
Delaware river cighteen. The first floors of 
several mills are covered with water, and 
work has been suspended. Trains on e Le- 
high valley and the Lehigh and Susqu@hanna 
railway are delayed by land slides and wash- 
outs. The coal and freight trains on the latter 
road have been abandoned. 

ALLENTON WITHOUT DRINKING WATER. 

ALLENTOE Pa., January 5. The water in the 
Lehigh river wasswollen eight feet’ by the 
rain of yesterday. Todaythe cityis practi- 
cally without drinking water, as the pumps at 
the water works were flooded, and rendered 
useless. The Grossman furniture factory was 
compeHed toshut down at Bethlehem, the 
water backing intothe boiler house of the 
Bethlehem lIron works. and putting out the 
fires that the company was obliged to shut 
down. The mill will be idle for some time, 
and considerable loss will fallon the proprie- 
tors, 

LOCKHAVEN FLOODED. 

LoCKHAVEN, Pa., January 5.—The flood in 
the Susquehanna river reached its height here 
today, after baving submerged three-fourths 
of the city. No lives have been lost, but the 
damage has been very great. News from out 
of town comes in slowly, on account of the 
travel being interrupted. From ail accounts 
the farmers along the river lose heavily. The 
flood very nearly reached the high water 
mark of 1865. 

FimMrra, N. Y., January 5.—The Susque- 
hanna river here has risen ten feet in as many 
hours, causing a great deal of damage. At 19 
o’clock this morning the rain changed to snow, 
but the waters continue to rise. In this city 
the cellars are flooded and many merchants 
are movitig their goods from the basements. 
At Owego, the Erie railroad bridge has been 
carried away, and the trains are being run 
over the tracks of the Delaware, Lackwanna 
and Western railroad between Owego and E!- 
mira. The Tioga branch of the Erie road has 
been abandoned. Considerable damage is also 
reported on the Northern Central railroad 
bridge having been carried away at Trout 
Run. 

THE COLLIERIES FLOODED. 

SHENANDOAH, PA., January 5.—The rain- 
storm throughout this section yesterday and 
last night was the most severe for a number of 
years. No less than 12 collieries in the Ma- 
honey Valley are flooded and thrown idle by 
the rain, and the trains on both railways have 
been delayed from two to eighteen hours. 
There are three washouts between Leland and 
Ashland, on the Lehigh Valley, and that com- 
pany was compelled last night to transfer its 
west bound passenger to the Philadelphia & 
Reading railroad. Some of the flooded collier- 
ies are expected to regume operations in a few 
days, but weeks will be required to remove the 
watcr from the others. 

THE FLOODS IN THREE STATES. 

WASHINNTON, January 5.—A great flood is 
reported in nearly all the streams in Vermont, 
New Hampshire and Massachusetts. The 
heavy rain and sudden thaw melted most of 
the snow onthe'hills, andas the ground 
was frozen the water could not be absorbed, 
and as a result the streams all rose with ex- 
traordinary rapidity, and enormous damage 
has been done to manufacturies depend- 
ant on wateryower and other 
property, bordering the streams. Deerficld 
river in Massachusetts, rose three feet an hour 
for five houts. A great many small railroad 
Lridges were destroyed and many interrup- 
tions to travel have been caused. 

THE FLOOD AT ITS HIGHT. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., January 5.—The flood in 
the upper Susquehanna has reached its ex- 
trenie hight, and is now subsiding at and above 
Williamsport. The highest water has not yet 
reached here. .The water in the river at this: 
point roseon anaverage of six inches per 
hour all day and at ten o'clock tonight 
had almost reached the Cumberland Valley 
railroad bridge. It registered 15 feet 3 inches, 
ind is rising at the rate of 34 inches per hour. 
The creek inthe lower section of the city has 
overflowed its banks and the people have been 
compelled to go to their houses in boats. 

THE STORM IN THE ANTHRACITE REGION. 

HAZLETON, Pa., January 5.—Last night’s 
rain storm did a vast amount of damage 
throughout this section of the anthracite coal 
region. Five of the collieries of A. Pardee & 
Co. are completely drowned ont, the water 
having entered the mines from a large creek, 
which burst intoan old breast of the Laurel 
hiJl workings, and poured steadily through 
this opening from 12 o’clock last night until 6 
o’clock this evening, Twenty-three mules 
were drowned and all the pumps 
are submerged. The Crystal ridge, 
Sugar loaf, Sandy run, Audenried, Honey 
brook and Stockton slopes are also flodded- 
The water again broke into Harleigh and 
Ebervale mines, which were recently flooded, 
and the situation is now more serious than be- 
fore. All the pumps are lost, and the water 
‘s rising rapidly. it is impossible to say what 
the losses will aggregate, but it must necessa- 
rily be very heavy.

ENGLAND AND IRELANR. 


Mr. Gladstone Calls a Meeting of His 
porters. 


LoxpDoN, January 5.—The lord chancellor 
of Ireland will prepare a bill for increasing the 
endowment of the Catholic colleges in Ireland, 
and convertin, the queen's colleges of Galway 
and Cork into Catholic institutions. 
He will prepare another bill granting 
sectarian regulation of primary schools. The 
government will also intreduce a measure ex- 
tending the powers of the land purchase act. 

Mr. Gladstone has summoped the liberal 
members of parliament to a meeting on the 
16th instant. He privately promises them that 
he will then make a frank statement of the 
principles upon which be hopes to ‘settle the 
Irish question. 

At a meeting of the national league held in 
Dublin today, the terrible distress among the 
people of the west coast of Ireland was consider- 
ed. Several members made addresses deploring 
the condition of affairs, and attribating it 
mainly to eviction. 

The treasurer of the national league report- 
ed that within the past two weeks 3,603 
pounds had been received for the parliamen- 
tary fund, and 225 pounds forthe league fund. 
Mr: Harris, member of parliament, whe 
presided, expressed the great pleasure which 
had been afforded him by (iladstone’s favora- 
ble references to the Irish home rule scheme, 
as Gladstone’s words, he said, were of far more 
consequence and were entitled to greater con- 
sideration than those of Chamberlain, Bright 
or even Lord Randolph Churchill. Irsh 
industries, he said, had been sunk te 
the lowest point, and it would be. a 
hard task for Parnell and his followers to .re- 
vive those industries. Onuly home rule would 
enable them to bring about a revival. Ireland 
would then resume her proper position among 
the nations of the earth. Unless home rule 
were granted, the agitation would be continued 
con the old line, and the Irish in America would 
help their countrymen. 

The wembers-elect of parliament will take 
the oath of office on the 12th inst. Lord Salis- 
bury and Sir Michael Hicks-Beach have sent 
copics of a circular to their supporters, notify- 
ing them to be in attendance at the opening of 
parliament on the 21st inst., when the queen's 
speech will be read,and business of importance 
will be transacted. 

Lonpon, January 6.—The Standard says, 
that if the queen’s coming speech does not in- 
dicate that the ministry wiil introduce a meas- 
ure for stronger county government in Lreland, 
Parnell will move an amendment to the ad- 
dress, and the home rule members will open 
the ciscussion at the same time on the action 
of the Irish executive in the Maamtrasna and 
Bas bavelia trials. 

Ear] Cowper, replying in the Times to Mi- 
chael Davitt, savs he considers VParnell’s as- 
cendancy one of the worst features of the 
lrish difficulty. 

Earl Grey, writing to the Times, deprecates 
the concession of local government to Ireland, 
as he believes such a power would be made the 
means of cppressing ali who dissent from the 
doctrines of the national league. The im- 
provement of the erection of the 
people of Ireland, says, 
must -eminate from themselves. [t must be 
brought about by provident habits and greater 
industry. It is the imperative duty of the 
government to suppress outrages and violations 
of Jaw in Ireland, and unti! that is accomplish 
ed all concessions totke Irish people wil 
merely serve hke sweets to children, to si 
their crying.

Judgments. Money Rule. (Before Judge 

Willis.) 

Jackson, C. J.—1. When acase istried on 
special issues of fact submitted by the court to 
the jury, it is his duty to submit such issues as 
will enable him to make a judgment or decree 
in the case from the verdict and pleadings and 
the undisputed facts; but he need not sift the 
jury or enter into particulars; nor need he sub- 
mit issues requested by counsel, if he has al- 
ready propounded guestions which will draw 
the same substantial answers from the jury. 
The issues necessary were submitted in this 
case. . 

2. While there may be some conflicting evi- 
dence, yet there being sufficient evidence to 
sustain the finding of the jury, and the presid- 
ing judge having approved it, this court will 


f not interfere. 


3. That the decree does not follow the ver- 
dict and has no evidence to support it, or is 
contrary to the weight of evidence, or is con- 
trary to law, is neither of them, cause for a 
new trial before the jury. They all go to mo- 
tions or exceptions concerning the decree; 
none of themtoerrorin the verdict or cause 
to set it aside. 

4. Where there is a contest over money 
arising from asheriff’s sale of land, and the 
plaintiffs in the fifa. under which the sale took 
place claim the fund on the ground that they 
sold the land to the defendant, gave a bond 
for title,and upon recovering judgment for the 
purchase money made, filed and recorded a deed 
and caused a levy thereon,under code 73554,these 
facts should be shown; butthey may be shown 
aliunde, and it is not necessary that they 
should be set out on the face of the judgment, 
pleadings or note sued on, or that a lien should 
be specified on the face of the declaration or 
judgment. . 

(a.) This differs from cases of trusts and liens 
under other sections of the Code, in which it 
bas been held that it was necessary to specify 
the lien. ete. 59 Ga., 104; 62 Id.. 183; 65 1d., 

117: 56 Id.. 138: 68 Id., 269: 63 Id.. 477. 

>. ‘Lhe third and fourth, requests mixed law 
and factsso confusedly as to have misled the 
jury and were properly refused. ‘The fifth re- 
lated to ordinary rules about the credit and 
force to be given to testimony, and those mat- 
ters wcre sufficiently explained in the general 
charge. The other four did not apply to or 
elucidate the simple questions of fact to be 
settled by the jury, and there was no error in 
declining to grant the new trial because they 
Were not given. . 

6. There was no error in the charge, “In the 
first place, were the executions of Slade «& 
Etheridge for the purchase money of the prop- 
erty sold that brought this money into court?” 
and if so, other specifications of error in the 
same ground cannot be considered; though, if 
considered at all,they would show only general 
complaint of the incompleteness of the charge, 
with a reiteration of the refusal of requests be- 
fore cemplained of. 

7. When a debtor sent cotton to his creditor, 
he cculd control its application by directing 
the debt he wished paid; but if-he did not do 
so, then the creditor could apply it where he 
wished among the debts of the debtor to hin. 

8. The 15th ground complains of the answer 
of the jury to a question submitted, and has 
been disposed of. 

9, The nineteenth ground goes to the de- 
cree and not the verdict, anf is no reason for a 
new trial of facts by the jury. 

10. The twentieth and twenty-first grounds 
repeat the charge of error in the court in rul- 
ing that the judgments in favor of Slade & 
Etheridge against Tumlin are valid against 
contesting creditors, as also the executions 
issued thereon. The twenty-sixth specifies no 
reason why they are not valid;and the twenty- 
first repeats the ground taken in the requests 
to charge about the specifications necessary in 
the declaration and judgment to secure the 
lien for purchase money, already considered 
and determined. The twenty-second refers to 
error in the decree, which is no reason for try- 
ing facts before the jury again. 

11. There was no error in the 23d and 24th 
grounds of the motion which object to the en- 
tries of the sheriff and clerk’s upon the exe- 
cutions, showing the record of the deeds, ad- 
vertisement, etc., in accordance with and ful- 
fillment of 73654 of the Code. 

12. There was noerror in excluding testi- 
mony as to the value of the land from which 
the fund in court arose. The question was 


whether the judgment claiming payment was: 


for purchase money. If so, the land must pay 
it, if it brings enough, whether the value be 
great or little. 

(a.) Grounds of a motion which complain 
that the court erred in admitting evidence 
about liens, because irrelevant and,gecondary, 
but do not show what thoseJiens Were, what 
was their extent, or whether testimony hurt or 
not, will not cause a new trial. 

12. Jurors cannot impeach their own verdict 
by depositions after their discharge, for the 
purpose of showing a misunderstanding of an 
answer toone of the questions submitted by 
the court. 

14. The notes involved in this case were un- 
conditional contracts in writing, and no issua- 
ble plea having been filed, the verdict of a 
jury would have been a mere formality, and a 
judgment by the court was not invalid. Code 
$5145. 

15 Money rules, where crediters of a com- 
mon debtor contest for their respective rights 
and priorities oflien, are in the nature of 
equitable proceedings, and should be determin- 
ed accordingly; and no irregularities should 
defeat the real equities of the parties and jus- 
tice of the case. In this case, equitable results 
have been reached by the verdict and decree. 

Judgment affirmed.

Crockett vs. Crockett. Equity, from Bibb. 
Res adjudicata. Deeds. Injunction. Title. 
Equity. (Before Judge Simmons.) 

Jackson, C. J—1. The reformation of the 
deed involved in this case, with substantially 
the same facts and instructions, has been pass- 
ed upon by this court (Croc'.-tt vs. Crockett, 
September term, 1884,) and .1e ruling there 
made is the law of the case; :. rare there any 
new facts which make ane:y case from the 
one then made, 

2. To divest a man of the control, use and 
occupation of an estate, an interest in which he 
had voluntarily given to his daughter, because 
his daughter and himself were at issue touch- 
ing the quantum of that interest,or the amount 
of the rents due her, and that, too, in the 
teeth of the reservation of control in himsclf 
in the voluntary conveyance is much more 
than a jury ought to be allowed to find in a de- 
cretal verdict, and such verdict should be set 
aside. Nor would it be just, though the inter- 
ference of the receiver should be restricted to 
the collection of a moiety or any fractional 
‘part of the rents from the father for rent of 
the house he himself occupied and from tenants 
occupying other tenements, and_ the father 
should be enjoined from interference with his 
daughter’s part of such rents, the father 
being solvent. 

3. A father by voluntary deed conveyed a 
half interest in-certain property to his daugh- 
ter for life, with power to dispose of it by will, 
but “subject, nevertheless, to the following 
limitations and conditions; that is to say—that 
the said FE. Crockett is to retain possession and 
contre] of said property during his lifetime: 
provided, nevertheless, . . . that the said 
Georgia E, Crockett shall -have the right to 
live in the house in Bass street with the said 
FE, Crockett; but no one else of the family of 
the said E, ett shall have or exercise this 
right of living with said E. Crockett in said 
house on Bags street, except the youngest 


brother of the said Georgia E., to-wit: Charlies 
W. Crockett, and he only so long as be shall 
remain single and unmarried; and provided, 
also, should any increase be derived from said 
houre and lot cn Bass street, by rent or other- 
wiee, the said Georgia E. is to have and receive 
one half of said rent after paying for repairs, 
insurance and taxes thereon.”’ The father re- 
matried,and the danghter would not live with 
him: | 

Held that a verdict reqniring the father to 
pay one-half.tho rented value of the premists 
while he lived thereon, was contrary to law. 

(a.) The deed inthis case should be reformed, 
in accordance with the previously expressed 
view of this court, soasto give the daughter 
only an interest in the net income; no receiver 
should be appointed to disturb the possession 
of the father, he being solvent, and nothing 
shculd be required of him for the use and oc- 
cupation of his own homestead, recognized as 
his in the deed. 

Judgement reversed. ;

Orton et al. vs. Madden et al. Injunction 
from Whitfield. Equity. Debtor and Cred- 
itor. Liens. (Before Judge Willis.) 
Jackson, C. J.—1. Equity has jurisdiction 

concurrently with law in all cases of fraud; 

and courts of equity more readily raise and 
act upon a presumption of fraud than courts 
of law, from facts pointing thereto. In this 
case rank fiaud is admitted by the demurrer, 
covered up by three or four different 
claimants to the property, and it is quite 
difficult to determine against whom to proceed 

as the real owner. Code, 25172; 2 Ga., 304, 

31 Id., 150. . 

2. In case of circuity of actions and multi- 
plicity of suits, where there are assets to be 
administered and disposed of among creditors, 
equity has jurisdiction; and it will entertain a 
bill to avoid a multitude of suits by establish- 
ing a right in favor of or against several por: 
sons which is likely to be the subject of legal 
controversy, or in similar cases. Although 
such a bill generally is filed to establish a 
right to property for which continuous suits 
are brought or threatened, yet itis applicable 
to such a contention over the only fund 
available. Code 73233.2; 55 Ga., 546. 

3. A court of equity may appoint a receiver 
to take possession ofand hold, subject tothe 
direction of the court, any assets charged with 
the payment of debts, where there is manifest 
danger of loss or destruction, or material injury 
to those interested, or where any fund or prop- 
eriy may be in litigation and the rights of 
either or both parties cannot otherwise be fully 
protected. Code, 773149,274. 

4. A Lill afeged as follows: Complainapts 
are laborers, and have claims for various sums 
due them for labor connected with a show. De- 
fencants conspired together to cheat them out 
of their wages, and, with that view, carried the 
property to the edge of the Georgia line, and 
discharged complainants without money. De- 
fendants are non-residents and insolvent. 
They include the head of the show, his. wife 
and others who claim and interest tn orowner- 
ship of the property. Complainants have at- 
tached it atlaw, some in a justice’s and some 
in the superior court, but were compelled to 
go security for each other, and the bonds may 
be beld insufficient and the attachments dis- 
missed. Some of them have laborers’ liens fore- 
closed and have levied them. ‘These creditors 
number all together about thirty-six. They 
fear that the property may be carricd beyond 
the state and lost tothem. Claims toa por- 
tion of the property attached have been put 
in by the wife of the leading defendant, and 
thus there are numerous attachments, levies 
and claims: 

Held, that the complainants have no com- 
plete remedy atlaw, and equity will grant 
them relief. 

5. This.case does not fall within the ruling 
in Cubbedge & Hazlehurst vs. Adams, 42 
Ga., 124, on the ground that complainants are 
not judgment creditors and cannot invoke in- 
junction andthe appointment of a receiver. 
They bave general liaborers’ liens on all the 
property, and some of thei have levied. 

(a) Creditors’ bilis may be filed atthe in- 
stance of any creditor, the privilege being ex- 
tended to all to appear and become parties in 
a reasonable time, and the rights of creditors 
are to be favored by the courts and every rem- 
edy and facility afforded them to detect, de- 
feat and annul any effort to defraud them of 
their just rights. Code, 77 3148, 1945. 

Judgment affirmed.

Jackson, C. J.—1. Where a case in equity is 
tried on special issues of fact submitted to the 
jury, itis necessary that the judge propound 
only such broad questions and put such main 
issues as will enable him, from the answers 
thereto, the admitted or uncontested facts, the 
pleadings and the principles of law and equity, 
to decree on the entire case and adjudicate the 
rights of the parties. To put sifting questions 
would tend only to confuse dhe jury, instead of 
drawing from them the main facts in the case. 
Coleman, sheriff, et al., vs. Slade & Etheridge 
(decided today). 

2. The evidence being conflicting, the court 
below did not abuse his discretion in holding 
that it was sufficient to sustain the entire 
verdict, and each separate answer contained in 
it, and in refusing to disturb it. 

3. The question at issue being the legality or 
illegality of the running of a railway car and 
engine on a street in a city and the measure of 
damages for the injury done to plain’ ffs house 
and lot and thelessening of the va’ ‘ereof,it 
was irrelevant to how that tie ,v-- 1 of the 
plaintiff project** «vou the sidewalk. if such 
projection was . | and a nuisance by reason 
of its illegality,1:. .:wnicipal authorities could 
abate it, unless ue license, or lapse of time, 
or other reasons! wing it to have been author- 
ized or acquiesc: d infshould have legalized it, 

4. Where the court properly charged on the 
measure of damages and the character of the 
elements going to make up the damage insuch 
a case, there was no error in refusing a long 
request to charge containing an elaborate 
enumeration of the elements which do or do 
not make up the sum of damages in such cases, 
or to enumerate a multitude of such elements 
of damage as may be considered or rejected by 
the jury. 

5. Where a judge does not certify the truth 
of grounds of a motion for new trial, but re- 
fers to the record, this court will riot look to a 
stenographic report containing the questions 
and answers of witnesses and the remarks of 
the court and counsel, in order to verify such 
grounds. Itisabrief of the. oral testimony 
which may be madea part of the record on 
motion for new trial, and there is no law allow- 
ing such a stenographic report to be filed as 
part of the record. 

(a.) The points do not seem to be of much 
materiality, even if verified. 

G. If property be damaged by an illegal act 
of a corporation, the president thereof cannot 


bar the right to recover or mitigate the dam- . 


ages by an offer to buy the property from the 
injured person at a price put on it by any real 
estate agent, and such an offer is not admissible 
in evidence. 

7. Where the presiding judge did not certify 
a ground of motion for new trial, bet said h> 
did not remember it as counsel stated it, ut 
“ke, however, is so confident of it, that I dis- 
like to disapprove it,” this was, in effect, a dis- 
approval, 

(a.) When a case in equity, was tried on sp2c- 
ial issues’ of fact, if a question was propounded 
by complainant’s counsel atthe conclusion of 
the argument, without notice tothe respon- 
dent’s counsel, and was given by the court in 
his charge, if counsel for respondents desired 
an opportunity to be heard in argument in re- 
epect to such issue, he should have asked it; 
and if he failed to do so, a new trial will not be 
granted on that ground. 

8. The réopening ofa case after it has been 
announced closed is a matter of discretion. 
Besides the evidence offered in this case was 
cumulative in its character, and there wai no 
abuse of discretion in refusing to re-open the 
case to admit it. 

9. There wassome evidence tosupport the 
finding ofthe jury thatthe road was built 
mainly forthe benefit ofthe manufacturing 


compauy, aud the presiding judge having ap- 
provid the finding, this court will not inter- 
fere. 

10. Verdicts must havea liberal construction, 
and should be construed so as to stand if prac: 
ticable, and the judge may examine the entire 
pleadings, the admissions in the answer and 
all undisputed facts in making a final decree. 


‘So construed, the verdict in this case, finding 


on issues of fact, was sufficient, and was not 50 
conflicting as not to enable the court to render 
a legal decree. 

11. The pleadings and vérdict in this case 
were sufficient to authorize a decree for 
damages against the mayor and council of 
Macon, who, fer an annual stipend, authorized 
the damage to be done, if the road was rua 
improperly and ultra vires. Nor does a guaranty 
against loss to the city relieve it from liability 
to the plaintiff. Besides, this court has held 
that the city was part and parcel of the combi- 
nation, and that each of the corporations was 
liable. 

(a) This covers the exception as to the liabil- 
ity ofthe manufacturing company for whose 
benefit the whole scheme was planned and ex- 
ecuted, and of the street-car compan, , the char- 
ter of which was used for that purpose. 

12. The decree was not objectiqnable because 
it did not award damages against individuals 
who were made defendants because interested 
ip the matter, but who were in no wise act- 
ors therein cxceptas officers or members of two 
of the corporations who were made defendants, 
or vendor of the charter of the street-car com- 
pany. 

13. Ifa railroad existed and was used in 
front of the property of the eomplainant, and 
was a standing cause of continuous damage 
to him, and was put there by a sham contriv- 
ance for private ends, it ought to be removed, 
and all interested therein should be decreed to 
remove it. | 

(a.) If the individual respondents are not 
interested in its continuance, and did not, as 
individuals, take part in organizing and schem- 
ing to work the sham and operate the road, 
then it is right to omit or exeept themin the 
decree. But really they are not in the decree, 
“said defendants” referring to the three cor- 
pelations. 

14. If the charter of the street railroad 
company has been misused to benefit private 
persons, and if, instead of being used to ope- 
rate a road for the public, by a sham arrange- 
ment and contrivance it has been used to ope- 
rate it for a private corporation, its operation 
or use ought to be perpetually enjoined. 

Judgment affirmed.

secure their claim: in order to obtain title in 
himself, B. borrowed money from R., paid the 
debt of the firm, who made title to him, and 
he then made a title to R. to secure the pay- 
ment of the moncy loaned. The rate of in- 
terest paid by LB. to R. was more than the legal 
rate: 

Held, that while the conveyance by B. to R. 

was void as title orasan equitable mortgage 

to pay an ordinary debt, yet the money so bor- 
rowed and used having enabled B. to obtain the 
title, was_purchase money, and the debt there- 

for was superior to the homestead right of B. 

To allow him to take a homestead against the 

claim of R., would be a fraud. 

(a). This case differs in its facts

Hall, J.—1. A special plea which alleged 
that the indictment on which the defendant 
was about to be arraigned was never returned 
into court by the grand jury, but was brought 
in by their bailiff and handed to the clerk,who 
thereupon entered it onthe minutes of the 
¢ourt, at which time none of the grand jurors 
were present, neither their foreman nora 
quorum of the body, nor any member thereof, 
and that these several facts appeared from the 
minutes of the court, but which did not allege 
that the bailiff making the return was not the 
duly qualified officer of the gyand jury, sworn 
in accordance with law, or that the indictment 
Wiis tampered with or altered in any respect, or 
that, in consequence thereof, the accused suf- 
fered injury or detriment, was demurrable and 
was properly stricken by the court. Davis 
vs. State, (present term), Code, 73916, 

(a.) The history and reason ofthe manner 
of returning indictments discussed. Acts 1357, 
p. 100; Code, 23918; Crown Circuit Companion, 
(1 Am. Ed.), p. 485 (Crown Circuit Assistant.) 

2. The court did not err in instructing the 
jury that, although they were judges of the law 
as well as the facts, under the constitution of 
the state, they should take the law from the 
court, and he was responsible for its correct 
exposition. This has held in several cases, and 
and while, in the case of Ridenhour ys. State, 
at the present term of the court, two members 
of the bench expressed dissatisfaction with 
that view of the law, yet the former cases 
could not be reviewed and reversed without 
the unanimous ruling of the full bench, which 
cannot be had. Code, 7 217. 

3. There was no error in striking the special 
plea which admitted the homicide with which 
defendant was charged, tof ca his liability

under the law to answer to,@e charge of mur- 
der because of his insangy at the time the 
deed was done. Under the law of Georgia,this 
defense, if insisted on, must be made under the 
general plea of not guilty, and if satisfactorily 
made out, it would finally acquit the defendant 
of the charge preferred against him and dis- 
charge him. 

(a.) The manner of trying such an issue in 
England formerly and at present, and the his- 
tory and reason therefor discussed.

4. There was no error in refusing to charge 
to the effect that the prisoner’s sanity must be 
shown by the same amount of proof that is re- 
quired to establish guilt in all other cases, that 
is to the exclusion of all reasonable doubt. 73 
Ala., 307; Whart. Cr. Ev., 330,340 et seq.; Cent. 
L. J., vol. 18, pp 402-405; 16 Vroom (N. J.,) 203; 
1 Houston’s Cr. Cas. (Del.); 33 Grat. (Va.,) 897; 
56 Ga., 403: 86 N. C., 609; 71 Mo. (Redemiex’s 
case); 61 Ca]., 246; 13 Tex. Appe (Jones’ case); 
10 Id., 571; 70 Ga., 51 and cit.; Ledford’s case

(a.) This court held, in the case of Carter vs. 
State, 56 Ga., 403, that the presumption of san- 
ity should be rebutted by a preponderance of 
evidence of insanity at the time the offense 
was alleged to have been committed, or the 
jury would not be authorized to acquit on that 
ground of the defense. 

(b.) The judge m this case did not restrict 
the defendant from using the evidence in re- 
spect to insanity, together with other circum- 
stances in proof, to cast doubt upon his guiit, 
and in so doing he laid down as lenient a rule 
as the defendant was entitled to. 

5. There is nothing in the remaining grounds 
of the motion for new trial which would au:hor- 
ize an interference with the verdict. The 
charge was full, fair and impartial, and sub- 
miited fully the question of the defendant's 
insanity, and the verdict was supported by the 
evidence.

Academy of Music vs. Flanders Bros. Com- 
plaint, from Bibb.

Hall, J.—1. It was contrary to the provisions 
of the law for the Academy of Music toe act 
befere the amount of its capital stock had 
been taken and ten per cent of the amount 
had been paid in, and without a compliance 
with this condition, it exceeded its powers: in 
thus commencing and prosecuting its business ; 
its action was ultra vires and void, and any 
promise or undertaking which indaced it to 
pursue such a course was in contravention of 
the law and could not be invoked as an es- 
toppel in a suit to recover the amount of stock 
subscribed. 105 U. S., 143: Hendrix vs. 
Academy of Music, (Sept. term, 1584). 

2. The pleas in this case were so connected 
as to render them difficult to be separated and 
treated as independent of those preceding; 
the pencil numbering on the margin was doubt- 
less for convenience in distinguishing the sub- 
Jects set up by the pleas; and the verdict found 
in effect that the principal fact setupin the 
plea numbered 5 was proved, and under the 
law given in charge barred a recovery by the 
plaintiff, and such a verdict was not without 
foundation in the pleadings. 

(a.) A majority of shareholders, acting law- 
fully and regularly under a corporation in all 
respects valid, have no power, without the as- 
seut of the other stockholders, to accept a 
material alteration in the charter of the com- 
pany, enabling it to erect a structure with 
money raised by mortgaging the eutire prop- 
erty instead of that paid in for stock as orig- 
inally contemplated, so as to bind the other 
stockholders who do not concur therein or as- 
sent thereto. This would release the other 
original subscribers to stock from their obliga- 


tion to pay for it. Much Jess has a corporation - 


such power which, though legally chartered, is 
acting in violation of the rules of law pre- 
scribing the performance of certain conditions 
before they can act in a coporate capacity.

Poor Folks vs. Incomes and Pedigrees. 

The annonncement of Secf€tary of state 
Bayard that only men who possess good in- 
comes are wanted in the consular service of 
the United States has begun to stir-up the 
democratic newspapers. But it is an an- 
nouncement that is thoroughly character- 
istic. Even if it is not true, it is so charac- 
teristic as to deceive the very elect, and the 
wisest will remark that if Mr. Bayard did 
not make the announcement, he must have 
had it in his mind. 

Nevertheless, it is a question whether Mr. 
Bayard is not making a mistake in this 
matter—whether he is not wholly wrong in 
supposing—as he is said to suppose—that a 
good income is better than talents in those 
who may desire to represent the country 
abroad in the comparatively humble posi- 
tion of consuls and the like. Sucha sugges- 
tion, of ‘course, chimes in well with Mr. 
Bayard’s well-known patrician views; but 
is the suggestion democratic?

Dodge, statistician of the department 
of agriculture, warmly defends the Ameri- 
can hog against all France and Germany. 
Ife tirst shows that the average export of 
hog products in the decade, 1871-1880, 
in value over sixty million dollars a yea 
The largest exportation was reached in the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1881, when the 
equivalent of 6,165,000-hogs was sent abroad. 
There was then a large falling ofi—the ex- 
ports in the following year being reduced 
nearly one-half. We have recovered some 
lost ground, but we are at present exporting 
not over 4.000.000 as against 6 OOO OOD, 
years ago. 

The European countries have of late had 
better harvests, and have therefore made 
more meat: but this fact alone does net ac- 
count for the great decrease in the exporta- 
tion of hog products from this country. The 
hostile action of France and Germany in 
prohibiting the importation of pork 
products had much to do with it; for we 
lost not only the trade of the two countries, 
but the trade, to extent, of other 
Kuropean countries, who are afraid to take 
our pork after France and Germany have 
discarded it as trichinous. 

Mr. Dodge contends that the and 
closest investigation does not sustain the two 
governments in the action they have taken. 
All reported cases of illness have been traced 
to domestic pork, and not one to American 
pork, The domestic product in Germany 
at least is known to be largely diseased, and 
the hogs of France are not much better.

A Great Scientist. 


In a brief review of his works in the Over-. 


land Monthly, Professor Joseph LeConte pays 
a high tribute to the late Louis Agassiz, who 
was great, not only as a scientist, but as a 
man, and, greatest of all, a Christian, Agas- 
Siz gave a greater impulse to biological sci- 
ence than any of his contemporaries, and to 
him belongs the whole foundation of a scien- 
tific theory of evolution. 

But he did not believe that evolution is 
the sum and substance of all things: he re- 
fused to acknowledge that the force of devel- 
opment is inherent in matter. He believed 
in embryonic development,and gave evoln- 
tionists Jike Darwin and Spencer little 
ground on which to stand: but he denied 
that new species can be formed by transmu- 
tation from previously existing species. He 
saw in evolution, not the inherent force of 
matter, but the results of a great Intelli- 
gence, a great Architect directing and super- 
intending all things. He laid the whole 
foundations of scientific evolution, and saw 
in that theory nothing to shake his belief in 
the Almighty. On the contrary, everything 
confirmed his faith. What an answer such 
a life is to the doubts of the psendo-scien- 
tists who are to-day groping blindly where

This ended the troublejust then and Judge 
Anderson walked into the shoe shop, while 
Mr. Mattison continued on down the street. 
Judge Anderson remained in the shoe shop 
long enough to change his boots and then with 
his umbrella in one hand and the other in his 
pocket, started on to town. ©“ When he was 
near Cowen’s store he saw Mr. Mattison stand 
ing in the store dogr and as the judge passed. 
Mr. Mattison pointed his finger at him and said, 
“Never mind, I'll get even with you yet.”

This caused the judge to lose lis temperien- 
tirely, and with his umbrella pointed forward, 
he made a charge. The endof the umbrella 
struck Mr. Mattison about the aiddfe :button 
on the vest, and then Mr. Mattison grabbed a 
large rolling pin which was hanging near his 
head, and hurled it at Judge Anderson, The 
judge saw the pin. moving toward him and 
ducked his head just in time to escape it. He 
then struck Mr. Mattison with the umbrella, 
and about this time some gentlemen interfered 
and stopped the combat. 

The difficulty created quite a stir, and was 
coon the talk of the town. The prominence.

all the more interesting. All sorts of rumors 
were afloat. Some were to the effect that the 
judge had been badly battered and torn, while 
others were that Mr. Mattison had struck an 
umbrella in the hands of a Georgia cyclone; 
but the truthis thatthe racket was about a 
stand-off, or the battle was a draw. 

When the tronble became known’ at 
headquarters Officer Clark made cases against 
both gentlemen, citing them to appear in po- 
lice court this morning and answer the charge 
of disorderly conduct and quarreling. The ap- 
pgarance of Judge Anderson in police court 
will be no unusual thing, but his appearance 
there as a defendant inacase will be rather 
unusual. Ofcourse he cannot try his own 
case, and the mayor or three members_of the 
council will preside.
